"he defeat of the Mexican treaty in execu 
tive session this afternoon created some sur- 
prise, as iis friends were confident 
it would be agreed to. {t is said 


the Georgia senators divided, Colquitt 
yoting for and rown agaimst 
ratification. The treaty was found to be lost 


by only one vote. Its friends resolved to 
make strenuous efforts for reconsideration, 
but the adjournment to Monday seems to 
settle the business, as the limit for ratifica- 
tion expires on Sunday. Opinions as to the 
treaty differed widely, and discu sions were 
quite animated. Its advocates maintained 
that it would open a great Mexican trade, 
which the delay will lose to the Unitrd 
States, while the opponents contended it 
wouldinjure sugar and other great interests 
in this country by the free admission of the 
cheaper material, 

The rice importers to-day submitted tothe 
secretary of the treasury and argued the 
question as tothe admission of granulated 
rice on the schedule of rice meal, which has 
a much lower tariffthan soundrice. The 
secretary will decide in a day or twoand 
almost certainly in favor of the classification 
asked by the importers, whicn the rice 
planters deem very deleterious to their 
interests. 

A postoflice was established at Rille Carroll 
county,to-day,and Albert Simpson appointed 
postmaster. J. N. Garrison was appointed 
postmaster at Gilisville, and W. H. Jenkins 
at Kimball, Georgia, 

Tbe Mexican minister states to-night that 
the time for the considgration of the treaty 
will probably be extended by agreement be- 
tween the twogovernments. Tbe negotiations 
now pending look to such a resuit. The 
whole question may come up again in the 
senate. 


IN FAVOR OF GEORGIA. 


The Colored Literati of Washington Decide That It is 
the Best Home for the Ni gre. 
Speciai to The Constituiion. 

Wasuinoron, January 18.—Washington has 
more educated n2ygroes than any city in the 
counury. Taoey have excellent schools, two 
colleges, libraries and various Jiterary socie- 
ties. Of these last “the Chatauqua” is prob- 
ably the most advanced. Lt bus bi-monthly 
meetings, at which some member reads a 
pepe 2 a subject announced 
peforeband, and then an hour is 
spent in a general discussion of the points 
presented, The subject at the last meeting 
was, ‘What state 10 the union is, all things 
considered, the most inviting home for tne 
negro?’ A very intelligent member of the 
society related to me the salient points in the 
discu-sion that followed the reauing of the 
regular paper for the evening. I confess I 
was much interested at what he told me of 
the opinions advanced in his society as well 
as with some of his own 
observations. There were present 
at the meeting referred to representative ne- 
groes from ail paris of the country, some of 
thememployes of congress and the depart- 
ments, wuile others were visitors to Wasing- 
ton. Forty of tuem expressed their views on 
the quesuion under ceasideration. Of this 
number over thircy declured that they be- 
lieved the negroes to be more prosperous and 
better off in Georgia than in apy state of the 
union. Fred Dvuuglass led the debate and 
avowed this as his Opinion. Tnis conclusion 
seems to have been based on sound 
reasons and they were aptly put if my in- 
formant reported correctiy. The climate of 
Georgia, they said, is copgenial to the health 
‘and disposition of the race. ‘The usual meth- 
ods of Obtaining a livelihood in that state are 
suited to his tastes and capacity. The state 
government is liberal to the negro. Better 
schoo! facilities are affurded him in Georgia 
than in any other southern state. in the 
courts his rights are better protected. The 

actual condiuion of tbe negroes there 
and elsewhere was considered a8 aD 
indorsement of these views. The negroes of 
Georgia are notonly potentially, but actually, 
prosperous. They get fair wages and receive 
encourage:uentia the effurt to @ crue prop- 
erty.” They own more real estate in Georgia, 
by over a miiiionm dol.ars, than they du lnany 
Other state. Toeir wealth in Georgia 1s how 
esiimated at neur eight millions, Phe negroes 
in that state have been less affected by such 
crazes asthe exodus idea than those else- 
wuere, They are contented and 
much more identified with the 
Whitesthan their brethren in other states. 
All these ideas were advanced in the discus- 
8i0u aud were backed by statistics aud the 
testimony ot hese who nad observed the cou- 
dition of the negro in the various slates. 
Strange to say, there was oply one speaker of 
the furty who coutended that any norchern 
State offered a betier home for the uegro than 
he couid tindin the south, This svle advo 
cate, 1 was wid, was quuie overwhelmed by tue 
mass vt testimony trom intelligent menof 
his own race whica was arrayed against bim.

THE TWO HOUSES. 


The Defeat of the Mexican Treaty by the Senate by a 
° Vete of One, 

Wasuineton, January 18.—In the senate 
the chairman laid before the senate a message 
from the president transmitting for the con- 
sideratinn of congress a communication from 
the secretary of the warand the wd f on the 
subject of the relief expedition for Lieuten- 
ant Greely and his party, and recommending 
immediate action, as the situation of the par- 
ty must now be perilous; also the correepond- 
ence relating to the execution of the Chinese 
exclusion act, as stated for by the senate in 
the resolution of the 7tminst. At12:35 p.m. 
the senate went into eg@cutive session. 

When the doors were reopened at 4:35 the 
senate adjourned. While in executive ses- 
sion the senate rejected the Mexican treaty, 
the vote being 38 yeasto 20 nays, not the 
becessary two-ibirds votingin the aftirma- 
tive. Before the result was announced Sena- 
tor Morgan changed his vote, making the re- 
sult 37 yeas to 21 nays. Senator Morvan then 
made a motion to reconsider, pending which 
the executive session closed. During the 
debate preceding the voteon the Mexican 
treaty, a motion was made and carried 
amending the treaty by extending the time 
six monthswithin which it shall be ratified. 

ARGUING FiTZIOHN PORTER. 

In the house. Mr. Slocum, of New York, 
asked unapimous consent that to-morrow’s 
session be set apart for debate only on the 
Fitzjonn Porter bill. Mr. Reed, of Maine, 
objected. Mr. Brumm, of Pennsylvania, of- 
fered a resolution, which was referred to the 
committee on foreign affsirs, instructing that 
committee to make inquiry as to whether any 
foreign ministers, accredited to the United 
States, have endeavored to nullify the effects 
of a unanimous resolution of this house by 
representations reflecting on the honor and 
integrity of its members. Mr. Slocum, of 
New York, moved to dispense with the morn- 
ing hour, and though there was general oppo- 
sition on the republican side, the motion se- 
cured the requisite two-tbirds vote, 158 to 73. 
The house then, at 12:15, went into committee 
of the whole on the private calendar, Mr, 
Springer, of Lilinois, in the chair, the first 
bill being that for the relief of Fitzjohn Por- 
ter. 

The report of the majority and the views 
of the minority were read. During the read- 
ing of the latter, Mr. S:eele, of Indiana com- 
plained that the order of the house, requiring 
both reports to be priated togetuner, had not 
been carried out, and that the minority re- 
port could not be obtained at the document 
room. Mr. Slocum called attention to the 
fact that the majority reports had been prin- 
ted long before the views of the minerity were 
presented. Nobody was to blame _ because 
they were not printed together. The chair 
declared that debate was out of order, and 
the reading was continued. Atitsconclasion 
Mr. Slocum proceeded to speak in support of 
tue bill. He would not go into a tech- 
nical discussion of the evidence presented 
to the court martial, for congress was not & 
court of appeals. The proper court of appeal 
was a board appointed by the president to 
review case, and its decision should be final. 
If any gentleman desired a clear, concise con- 
ception of the case, he could finditina few 
pointed and comprehensive sentences ut- 
tered by General Grant. He drew a picture 
of the excitement which exis ed at the time 
of Porter’s trial, and without casting any as- 


y+ 


persion on the court, declared that 
the result was a foregone conclusion. 
Up to the hour of his arrest 


there had not been astain on Porter’s escutch- 
eon. Bat in a time of excitement, when 
men’s passions usurpedgtbeir reason, his bril- 
liant reputation was no shield. For twenty 
long years that man had suffered as even 
worse criminels seldom were compelled to 
suffer, but to-day Fitziohn Porter, no matter 
what the action of congress would be, stood 
before the world fully vindicated ; no, not 
vindicated, but awarded a higher meed of 
praise by the, most prominent military 
authorities of the couutry, Th 
general who had ruined 
had struck a deadly blow at 
Sherman, and he had seen, at a review of the 
union army,Generai Sherman refuse his band 
to the secretary of war, because he had 
attempted to throw disgrace upon him. It 
was his (Slocum’s)$firm belief, that had not 
the war ciosed as it had, Sherman's name 
would have been placed side by side with 
that of Porter. Mr. Siocum’s speech was 
listened to attentively throughout, and at its 
conclusion he was warmly applauded. _ 

Mr. S:eele, of Indiana, foltowed with a 
speech in opposition to the bill. He said that 
Mr. Slocum bad not addressed bimself at all 
to the merits of we ps but — ——— 
the sympathies of the house. -in 
of his cacaerks he said Porter had declined to 
obey orders, because he said that if he moved 
his men in, as ordered, he would have to 
fight, to whieh McDowell had replied:

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A GEORGIA WRECK IN MARTHA’S 
VIN& YARD. 


A Terrible Night at Sea—The Savannah Line Steam- 
er, City of Columbus, Run Ashore—One Hun- 
dred Lives Lost-—The Story of the Cap- 49 
tain—Incidents of the Disaster. 


Wasuinaton, January 18, 10:30 p.m.—A 
rumor has just reached here that a Boston 
and Savannah steamer has met with a dizas- 
ter involving great loss of life. 

ONE HUNDRED LIVES LOST. 

Boston, January 18.—The vessel reported 
lost off Gay Head, in Martha’s Vineyard, 
proves to be the steamer City of Columbus, 


| Captain Wright, of Savannah line, which left 
Boston for Savannah yesterday afternoon at 


three o’clock. F, W. Nickerson <. Son, 
agents of the line, have received the following 
dispatch: ‘New Bedford, Mass., January 18. 
—To F. W. Nickerson & Son: The steamer 
City of Columbus is ashore on Devil’s Bridge, 
Gay Head; fast breaking up. About 100 lives 
lost. Will leave on the early train in the 
morning. Those saved by the revenue cutter 
Dexter.”’ This was signed by S. E. Wright, 
master. 3 
THE CAPTAIN’S STORY. 

New Beprorp, Mass., January 18.—The 
following is Captain Wright’s statement re- 
garding the loss ofthe steamer City of Co- 
lumbus: 

“The City of Columbus left Boston at 3 p. 
m. on Thursday, carrying eighty passéngers 
and a crew of forty-five. At 3:45 a.m. Fri- 
day, Gay Head light bearing south half east, 
the vessel struck on the outside of Devil’s 
Bridge buoy. The wind was blowing a gale 


west by north, The _ vessel im- 
mediately filled and keeled over, 
the water breaking in and _  floodiag 


the port side of the saloon. All of the. pass- 
engers, excepting a few women and children, 
came on deck, nearly all wearing life pre- 
servers. All of the boats were.cleared away, 
bat were immediately swamped. A majori- 
ty of the passengers were washed overboard. 
Seven passengers left the vessel on a life raft, 
and about forty more took to 
the rigging. At10:30 a. m., the Gay Head 
lifeboat put off, §ind took;‘seven persons. 
Another lifeboat put off between 11 and 1 
o'clock. The revenue cutter Dexter came 
along at about 12:30 and sent off two boats. 
Twenty-one persons, one of whom was dead, 
were placed on board the Decker, and after 
all the persons were taken on board the Dex- 
ter proceeded to New Bedford. Three per-. 
sons died after going on board the Dexter.

: THE DANGEROUS LEDGE . 

The ledge on which the City ot Columbus 
struck is considered by mariners to be oue of 
the most dang2rous points on the coast, The 
ledges consist of a formation Of submerged 
rocks constituting a doubie Jedge, the outer 
stratura of which is called the Devil’s Bick 
both ledges being called the Devil’s Bridge. 
The ledges are abreast of Gay§Head light on 
the mainland, and extend a little to the 
southward of it. {The outer ledge, or 
the Devii’s Back, is about 
an eighth of a mile from the mainland. The 
other side of the outer ledge is a strip of wa- 
ter. The upper part of the ledge is forme:i 
like the gabie ofa house, so that a vessel 
striking it diagonally would naturally keel 
over on her beam ends. The course of vessels 
is around Gay Head,to pags by the outer ledge 
on the south. 

THE PASSENGERS AND CREW. 

The City of Columbus had eigaty firat class 
and twenty-two steerage passeogers, about 
one third of whom were ladies and children, 
and a crew of forty-five. Toe total number 
of persons saved is twenty-three. Five 
dead bodies have been recovered, and one: 
hundred and nineteen souls are thus unac- 
counted for. Seventeen of tire saved anil 
tour of the dead were brought here, and six 
supposed to be living and one dead zre ai

THE CAPTAIN RESUMES. 


Captain Wright says, in addition to the 
eg ee that be passed Cross Rip lightship 
at 12 o’clock, and continued by east and west 
chop, with a strong breeze, west southwest: 
passed Nobska with a course west southwest; 
stepped into my room to warm myself; it 
was very cold; everything was working well. 
I went below, and soon after heard 
the second mate, who was in the pilot house, 
sing out to the quartermaster to port helm. I 
jumped out of my room, thinking we had 
come across a yessel bound down the sound. 
I then cried out: ‘Hard a _ port,” 
not knowing it was not a 
vessel, and in the moonlight saw the Suoy on 
the Devil’s Bridge on port, about two points 
forward ofthe beam and about three bun- 
dred yards distant. She immediately struck. 
I ordered the engines reversed,and she backed 
about twice her length. 

THE CRISIS REACHED, 

The steamer immediately stopped and 
I ordered the jib hoisted, and endeavored to 
head her to the north, but she filled forward 
and listed over to the port, so that the plank- 
shear was about four feet under the water.

I went aft and told the passengers 
to keep cool and get the life 
preservers. I next told the officers 


of the deck to get the boats ready. The 
Steamer settled down aft and righted. It 
was blowing very bard and a heavy sea was 
Tunping. We launched port No. 6 boat, 
which was immediately capsized. The sea 
was breaking over the steamer’s deck, and 
the stern. Being entirely under water, we 
were forced to go up on top of the house. I 
staid there awhile, but we were finally 
obiiged to take to the rigging. The mate, the 
second mate, the chief engineer and the 
fourth engineer took to a raft. I 
eink the steamer struck on the lone rock.’’ 
The captain is positive that he struck outside 
of the Buoy, and in backing, drifted inside. 
THE DEXTER S sTATEMENT.. , 

The officers of twe cutter Dexter furnished 
| the following statement: 

At abdout 12:30 we sighted the vessel on 
shore, om the reef near Gay Head, The wind 
was blowing a gale. and a terrible 
sea was running. As we approached 
we saw -the vessel was a steamer, and the 
waves were breaking over ber. We anchored 
on her starooard quarter, 200 or 300 yards 


away. The cutter's boat was at once 
lowered, manned with five men, in 
charge of Lieutenant Raodes, who 


brought off 7 men. The return trip was 
made and one woman was brought to the ves- 
sel. Lieutenant Kenney was then dispatched 
in a gig with four men and took off four 
or five men. Meanwhile the 
life boat transferred several men 
to the entter, and at length the rigging was 
cleared of the survivors. The vessel sank in 
about four fathoms of water, and the railing 
on the bow was the only portion of the heil 
visible. We found the men in the fore and 
main tep and rigging. It was impossible 
to row over the rigging, as the boats would 
have pounded to pieces. The men in the 
rigging were forced to jump into the sea, and 
we caught them ag they arose to the surface, 
and pulled them into the _ boats. 
Some cf the men could not 
swim,bat nearly every one in the rigging was 
saved, Eygene McGarry jumped from the 
rigging. Lieutenant Rhodes jamped for 
him, bet the boat was lifted fifteen feet on 
“tts eregt, and it was necessury to starboard 
to sewsid swamping him. The ~ 
man was not seen afterwards. At the same 
instant, nearly, McGarey’s brother was pulled 
into the boat. Captain Wright was among 
the last to feave the ship. Two men 
who were frozen so stiff that they were 
unable to relinquish their hold on the 
rigging were at length the only 
persons remaining on the steamer, excepting 
the captain. Lieutenant Rhodes asked him 
to jump, but he shouted: 

‘Save these men first.’’ 

“They are frozen.”’ | 

Was the lieutenant’s answer. The captain 
then jamped, and althongh he could not 
swim a stroke he wasrescued by Lieutenant 
Kennedy. 

; A HEROIC ACT, 

Lieutenant Rhodes performed a heroic act, 
which elicits hearty commendation. The 
two men hung in the rigging unable to move 
from exhaustion. The officer determined to 
save them at the peril of his life 
Returning to the cutter, he asked Captain 
Gabrielson to give him amanto steer, that 
he might swim to the wreck and rescue tbe 
unfortunate men, The captain granted the 
request and Lieutenant Rhodes was placed

in the boat,. but on nearing the 
steamer it wes found to be folly 
to attempt to get alongside. Lieutenant 


Rhodes refused to abandon the attempt, and 
sang out tothe men inthe lifeboat to take 
hin to the wreck, Lieutenant Rhodes 
boarded the lifeboat, and tying a rope 
about him, waited uutil he 
was within about thirty feet of the vessel, 
when he sprang into the sea. He had nearly 
reached the wreck when he was struck by a 
piece of timber on the leg and sank. He was 
palled aboard the boat and taken tothe latter. 
His leg was found to be cut, but after chang- 
ing his clothing, as the sea was smoother, 
he determined to make the last attempt. 
He again set out for the wreck, 
and this time the men were reached. One 
was hanging with his feet and arms through 
the ratlines, and his head was hanging. 
Lieutenent rbodes put the bow line about 
him, when he murmured: 

“For God’s sake don’t touch me,” 

The man, who was afterward found to be 
Mr. Richardson, was placed in a 
boat, but died before reaching 
the cutter, About four hundred dollars was 
found in a wallet in his pocket. The second

removed from the wreck was in the ratilnes 
and rigging. Although apesntwn | when 
placed in the boat he also expi before 
reaching the cutter. 

THE sTEWARD’S DESCRIPTION. 

Pittman, the chief steward of the steamer, 
said: ‘tt wasin my berth when the vessel 
struck, and was not awakened by the shock. 
Tbe general alarm was given, and I hurried 
into my clothes and left my state room. 
The greatest excitement prevailed and women 
were rushing about the cabin in their night 
dresses. On reaching the deck I found the 
men hoisting the jio, and in about twenty 
minutes the steamer listed. The houses 
were carried away by the _ sea 
almost immediately, and the deck begaa 
to b up, about seven o’clock.. As the 
passengers came on deck, they were swept 
overboard by scores, and the scene was hor- 
rible, the —— me bo — 
my way ong the wigdw side 
up an inclined plane, and _ into 
the rigging, where about 40 persone, all men, 
had taken refuge. There we clung for life, 
with fingers benumbed and with floating 
corpses and debris at our feet. I saw one 
fan who was knocked intothe sea when 
the top mast head~ broke. The stewart 
further said he remembered # few of the pas 
sengers—among them the Boston Globe re- 
porter, whom he recalled from the fact that 
he came to him and requested a warm place 
at the table as his inags were 
not strong. The gentleman said he was 
guing south for his health The description 
given answered to that of Mr. N. J. Morton.

The Witnesses for the Prosecution’ Only Help the 
Plea of the Prisoner—His Becentric Ways 
Considered—A Fine Stroke by Senator

PitrTsBure, Pa., January 18.—There was no 
diminution of interest taken in the Nutt 
trial this morning, but the mannerof admit- 
ting sightseers had been sc improved that 
there was no crowding, and the court filled 
up gradually, and was comfortable. When 
the prisoner was brought in he looked better 
than he did yesterday, and stated that he 
had passed a comfortable night. Miss Lizzie 
Nutt is still prostrated and unable to attend 


the trial. Additional medical testimony 
was offered by the defense, all 
concurring with that heretofore 


described, that Nutt's mind never was strong, 
and was completely upset by his father’s 
death and the developments of the Dukes 


trial. Ladies were excluded from the, court 
room, and the Dukes letters which were read 
during the Dukes trial were read by the de- 
| fense. During the reading young Nutt 
showed such signs of distress and mental dis- 
turbance that Senator Voorhees asked to have 
Nutt removed from the court room until the 
reading wasconcluded. This wasdone. When 
the letters had been read, Nutt was brought 
back, and ladies were admitted. A copy of 
the Uniontown hewspaper, containing an ac- 
count of the Dukes trial, found in young 
Nutt’s papers, was putin evidence, and the 
defense rested their case. A few witnesses 
were called in by the prosecution to the end 
of establishing Nutt’s mental soundness, but 
the general opinion is that the rebutta ‘evi- 
dence tendsin Nutt’s favor. Mrs. Nuti is 
showing marked signs of lossof vitality.

TWO FRIGHTFUL EXPLOSIONS 


five Men Kilied In Ona Explosion, and Soveral Per- 
sone Injared {ia Another. 

Rocuester, January 18 —The boiler at the 
shoe manufactory and tannery of E.G. &G., 
Wallace. exploded this afternoon. The ma- 
chinery was run by a 120 horse power engine, 
with three boilers. This noon ‘there was 
some trouble with. the safety valve, wihren 
Engineer John Grimes weighted it down with 
brick and disconnected the middie boiler.

At about il o’ clock, 
the house was carried away, and five men 
sought refuge in the foreloop. At five o’clock 
these men were saved. 

Cook says many of the scenes were heart- 
rending, Jobn Roach, coal passer, dangied 
from the main stay fer two hours with 
his hands and legs about th 
main stay. At length his 
siruggles grew feebler, until. he dropped into 
the sea. A passenger was astride the stay, 
and clung there from 5 until nearly 10a m., 
when be, too, relinquished the fight for life 
and fell into the ocean. Alli the rescued 
give the highest praises to’ the officers of the 
revenue cutter for the bravery they showed 
in saving them from the wreck, All the sur- 
Vivors are nowon board the cutter, where 
they are cared for by the officers.
